mother and three children 
were burned to death and 
the father was injured seri­ 
ously early today when fire 
swept their two story brick 
home.

His wife looked up at the sec­ 
ond floor and saw the front bed­ 
room window smashed and Bur­ 
nat hanging from it. She ran 
under the window and broke 
Burnat’s fall. 
Det. Carl Worob said Burnat 
was in a dazed condition but 
managed to say that he fell 
asleep with a lighted cigaret on 
the living room sofa. He said he 
awoke to find 
the house in 
flames and went upstairs to try 
to rescue his wife and children. 
Worob said Burnat apparently 
aroused his two sons in the rear 
bedroom and led them to the 
front room where his wife and 
baby were sleeping. The detec­ 
tive said the father apparently 
kicked out the window, cutting 
both legs severely, before he 
fell.
